The accessories of the Cassel picture, however, differ materially 
from the above: The Cassel picture has a blue sash and a blue 
feather which here are replaced by a black feather and a lack of 
sash; and the above picture has a gold chain over the gorget which 
is lacking in the Cassel painting. In the Cassel painting the artist 
is leaning against a balustrade and it is painted on an octagonal 
panel, whereas the above painting lacks the balustrade and is painted 
on an oblong panel. The illustration showing the signature makes 
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it plain that the above picture was painted in 1633, while the Cassel 
picture was painted a year later and is dated 163 

According to the consignor there was formerly a record on the back 
as follows: “Exhibited in the British Institute by Mr. Gosling asa 
self-portrait by Rembrandt and passed upon by Dr. Waagen, Director 
of the Royal Academy, Berlin, as a genuine work by Rembrandt”’.
